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HAYWOOD DEFIES 


COURTS AND LAW. 


“To H—— with Injunctions 
and Judges Who Grant 
Them!” He Cries in 
Talk to Socialists. 


CHEERED BY BIG CROWD. 


Denounces Roosevelt: as Coward 
and Gompers and Mitchell ' 
as Enemies of the 
Workingmen. 


“To h— with the courts. To h—— with 
the injunctions, and to h—— with the judges 
who grant them," 

With these words William D. Haywood, 
deposed president of the. Western Federation 
of Miners, closed an inflammatory address 
last night before 3,000 socialists in Orchestra 
hall, 

The meeting was called to ratify the nomi- 
nation ef Eugene V. Debs as the socialist 
party’s candidate for president. Judging 
from the applause with which Haywood's 
remarks were received, the majority of those 
present thought well of bis heated senti- 
ments, } 

Having failed to expend the full force of 
hig vitriolic denunciation upon such repre- 
sentatives of the hated “ capitalistic c oy 
as he mentioned, Haywood roundly de- 
nounced the rs of the trades union 
movement. Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Bederation of Labor, and John 
Mitchell, president of the miners’ national or- 
ganization, came in for their full share of 
criticism, Likewise did many other friends 
of union labor who have failed to embrace 
the cause of socialism, 


Assails Police and Soldiers. 


Tt was against the legally constituted au- 
thorities, however, that Haywood’s wrath 
was chiefly directed 

“Do you know what policemen are?” 
he demanded as he mopped the perspiration 
from his brow, “ Policemen are scabs, and 
soldiers are boils upon the surface of the body 
politic. ' 

“ But, comrades, the detective is worse. 
The detective is most contemptible of all. He 
does the filthy work that neither of these 
two creatures will do. He goes into the fam- 
ily and lives upon the sorrow and misfor- 
tunes of the household. He grows fat upon 
the work of a traitor.” 

Standing on either side of the doors in the 
rear of the hall were two blue coated police- 
men, who made no move when listening to 
these words. Along with them were two 
“plain clothes". detectives from Capt. 
O’ Brien’s office, who also remained in silence. 
The policemen.and detectives had been sent 
to the hall with orders not to interfere with 
anything on the program lees than violence 
or a possible riot. 

“A year ago tonight I was making a differ- 
ent speech from this one and in different 
circumstances,” continued Comrade Hay- 
wood. ‘I wasina smaller hall than this, I 
was in a cel! three feet by seven. 


Calls Roosevelt a Coward. 


“Tt was then, comrades, while my two 
comrades and myself were pent up in cells, 
our hands shackled behind us, that this idol 
of yours in the White house wrote a letter 
denouncing us as ‘undesirable citizens.’ That 
was not the work of a great man. It was the 
work of a coward. 

*“ But it,was the socialists and the working- 
men of this country who stood up and de- 
clared that they would not see murder done 
to gratify the capitalistic class But for 
the intervention of the working classes, God 
knows where I would be tonight. 

“ Even at this minute, comrades, soldiers 
have been sent to Ajaska with murderous 
weapons to shoot submission into the miners 
—members of the Western Federation of 
Miners—because they will not do the bidding 
of their masters, And, In all probability, the 
soldiers will do it. 

** In spite of all of these things we must be- 
hold the spectacle of a leader of these same 
miners seating himself tonight in the White 
house and dining with the man who sent 
those murderous soldiers out to Alaska to 
slay. You can’t make me believe that John 
Mitchel] is the true friend of labor when he 
will ignore these things. He has had the 
brazen effrontery, however, to tell ua that 
the interests of the employer and the em- 
ployed are‘ identical.” 


Woman Delegate Assails Taft. 


Following Haywood was Comrade Mar- 
garet Prevey of Ohio, who had considerable 
to say of Taft. It appears that Comrades 
Prevey was a candidate for delegate of the 
socialist party from her district in Ohio op- 
posed to her husband. She beat her husband, 
but consented to bring him to the convention 
with her. Chairman Haywood introduced 
her as a “ slave's slave.” 

** Comrades, it was Taft who, when asked 
for an expression of his ideas on the labor 
question,| could find nothing but sympathy 
for the laborers,” said Mrs. Prevey. “ ‘ God 
knows, they have our sympathy,’ he said. 
When the gamblers of Wall street needed a 
little additional money, however, the admin- 
istration of which he is a part and such an 
ardent advocate dumped $25,000,000 into their 
banks. Slightly more substantia! than sym- 
pathy, that.” 

It had been intended that this demon- 
stration, which was styled by Secretary 
Fraenckel as the first gun of the presidential 
campaign, would wind up the socialist na- 
tional convention in Chicago. The delegates 
who worked all day at Brand's hall were 
unable to agree upon all the planks in the 
platform, however, and they will be com- 
pelled to remain another day in Chicago. For 
that reason there will be an all day’s session 
of the delegates to the convention at Brand’s 


hall today. 
Strife Over Religious Plank. 


The entire day at Brand's hall was taken 
up with animated discussion of details of 
the platform. The “religious” plank, 
which somebody inadvertently mentioned, 
caused the trouble, although the subject of 
religion had been avoided studiously by the 
delegates during the entire week’s session. 

The plank, on religion which was placed 
jn the platform is nothing like the one which 
originally was proposed. The plank, as 
adopted, is as follows:

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John McEmery, 105 Years Old, 
Talks of Days of Long Ago. 


HIS HERO “THE LIBERATOR” 


Joys and Woes of Limerick Are Lived 
Again in New World. 


Sunk in the recesses of a big rocking chair 
in a/plain little room in a neat little flat out 
in Lawndale there sits day after day one of 
the most interesting of Chicago's centenar- 
lans. 


" John McEmery was born on a farm tn the 


parish of Ballingary, in the County 'Limer- 
ick, in November, 1808, and for almost four 
score years lived the simple life of an Irish 
peasant. Since then he has lived with his 
three stalwart sons in Chicago, and now sits 
day after day crooning the songs of the 
“ould sod,” alternately laughing and weep- 
ing over its history, and muttering the pray- 
ers engraved on his heart by a century of 
repetition. 

Except for a little difficulty in hearing and 


ya weakness on slippery. sidewalks, which 
4 prevents his going to mass more than four 


or five times a week, Mr. McEmery declares 
that he is “‘sound and whole” and “able 
to enjoy life as long as God jeaves it to him.” 
Every day that he misses mass the priest 
comes to visit him, as for ten years the old 
man not only attended mass but also re- 
ceived the sacrament of the eucharist every 
morning. P 

His intellect is not impaired, and, though 
he lives almost altogether in the past and 
beyond. the ocean, still his recollections of 
“the times that was "’ and his comments on 
events are keen. 


Remembers Liberator’s Deeds. 


Dariiel O’Connell, whom he heard try many 
a case, and to whom he attributes the relief 
that came in 1829 from the terrible penal 
lawe against Roman Catholics, is his hero. 

“Ah! That was a man for you, a rale man 
all over,”’ he saic. and his eyes brightened 
ag he told of the exploits of “‘ The Liberator ”’ 
and as he repeated the treasured words that 
“the rale man”’ had uttered in his presence 
his tremulous old voice found new strength 
and vibrated with feeling. 

He told how, in the awful days when 
“traitors were swearing men’s lives away 
for blood money,” the great Daniel came to 
Limerick and “catched the villains.” The 
trick used by O’Connell was to secretly but 
in the presence of witnesses shoot his own 
horse, and then offer a reward for informa- 
tien leading to the conviction of the guilty 
person. Three “informers” immediately 
appeared and laid the crime at the door of a 
man who was, of course, innocent. When 
the old man came to the point where O’Con- 
nell at the trial exposed the “informers ” 
he no longer could tell the story in arocking 


chair, but rose and marched up and down the | 


room thundering forth his denunciation of 
the culprits. 


Memory of the Famine. 

“ Do you remember the famine?” he next 
was asked. 

“Did any one that lived through ever 
forget itr’ he asked. “Didn't I see the 
earth as bare and black as & coal where every 
green blade had been scraped up and eaten? 
Did’nt I see my friends lying dead in the 
roads? Didn’t I see the crowds around the 
houses of the rich waiting to seize al! the 
leavings down to the potato peelings to keep 
the life in their bodies?”

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BREWERS 10 PROTECT MINORS 
Propose to Act as Probation ofi- 
cers to Control Sales. 


WILL PUNISH LAWBREAKERS 


Offending Saloon Men to Be Deprived 
of Their Licenses. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 16.—[Special.]—Ac- 
tive work as probation officers in the juve- 
nile courts of .the country with specific ref- 
erence to the sale of liquor to minors will be 
considered as in keeping with the new policy 
of the United Brewers’ association to elevate 
the standard of the saloon busiress at the 
coming national convention to be held here fF 
June 8 to 10. 

Successful in Cincinnati. 


The plan originated in Cincinnati, where it 
was recgntly adopted, several of the leading 
brewers having been sworn in as probation 
officers of the Juvenile court of Cincinnati. 
They are taking an active part.in the prose- 
ecution of every case of liquor selling to 
minors that comes to the attention of the 
Crimipal court, and if convinced of the guilt 
of the valoonkeeper they lend the court all 
their assistance, both in the prosecution and 
in securing revocation of the leases of those 
who have violated the law. The brewers’ 
power in this line is great, as they own a large 
percentage of the saloon property of Cincin- 
nati. 


Warn All Saloonkeepers. 


As proof of thein earnestness in this new 
movement, the brewers recently drew up a 
circular setting forth both the regular state 
statutes regarding the sale of liquors to 
minors and the provisions in the juvenile 
court relating tothe same subject. A copy of 
this circular was sent to every saloonkeeper 
in the city and county and notice served that 
the brewers proposed to see the laws en- 
forced. Asa part of the plan, the brewers 
also employ secret agenta to make investi- 
gations, and when they find saloons which 
are not run in accordance with the law 
they put them out of business. 

Become Probation Officers. 

In New Jersey a similar plan has been 
adopted, and work along this line is being 
done by the state organization known as the 
Brewers’ Board of trade. The subject of 
appointing some of the large brewers as 
juvenile court probation officers is being 
agitated in Milwaukee, and the plan is also 
under consideration in New Orleans.

18 years old. Working during the day, he 
attended night school for several years, and 
then entered the furniture business, in which 
he continued for twenty-five years. 

His first appearance on the political rolls 
was in 1883, when Mayor Harrison appointed 
bim a member of the board of education. He 
was twice reappointed, resigning in 1890, 
when he undertook the duties of a member of 
the first board of trustees of the sanitary 
district. He was re#lected twice to that body 
and was its president from 1891 to 1806. In 
the latter year he ran a hopeless race against 
George B. Swift, the republican nominee, for 
the mayoraity. 

He met his next defeat as a candidate for 
his former office as president of the drainage 
board, when he was beaten by R. R. McCor- 
mick. His next appearance in the greater 
activities of politics was as Mayor Dunne’s 
first campaign manager and the election was 
followed by his appointment as a member of 
the civil service commission. ;

Stepina Rises to minence. 

James F. Stepina w brought by his

He received his education in 
the public schools and was studying law in 
1891 when he was elected a member of the 
county board of commissioners. He resumed 
his study of law in 1897 and was admitted to 
the bar four years later. He has been con- 
tinuously engaged in the real estate business 
since 1888 and has been recognized politically 
- his election as a county commiesioner in 
as west town collector in 1897, and his 
appointment by Gov. Yates in 1904 as west 
park commissioner. 

He was married in 1888. His bride, who 
mow figures in this case, was Miss Anna M. 
Hoffman. At that time he was 20 years old 
and she was only 16. She is said to be a 
heavy set woman of the blonde type, showing 
traces of her German extraction. The elder 
of their two dauhgters, Mabel, was married 
recently to William J. Shannon. The second 
child, Ida, is said to be engaged. 

At the homes of the two families last even- 
ing there was little evidence of happiness.

May Disrupt Second Family. 

It was intimated by Frank Wenter Jr. that 
the evidence brought out in the Stepina 
trial might result in his mother bringing 
suit for separate maintenance.

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Merger Precipitates. Strike 
and the People Walk. 


Many Hurt. During Disorders 
Continuing Through the | 
Day and Night. 

eae | 
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Cleveland, O., May 16:—In the midst of s 
day of incipient rioting, some bloodshed, gen- 
eral disorder, incopvenience to the car riding 
public, and a partial stopping of the étreet 
railway service incident to the strike of the 
eonductors and motormen of the Municipal 
Traction company came a proposition. to- 
night to stop further violence and submi’‘ the 
whole matter to arbitration. This was the 
situation late tonight, created by Joseph 
Bishop, member of the state board of arbi- 
tration. 

Mr. Bishop arrived here during the after- 
noon and went into conference with Vice 
President Adolph Behner of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Street and Electric 
Railway Employés. He Proposed that over- 
tures be made to the company looking to a 
peaceful settlement of the controversy. Mr. 
Behner, although satisfied with the progress 
of the strike from the standpoint of the 
union, was apparently willing to enter into 
such negotiations. Mr. Bishop at oncé called 
upon President Dupont of the Municipal 
Traction company. The traction head said 
the company was willing to arbitrate, but 
that the proposition should cdme from the 
union. 

With the ynion unwilling to take the initia- 
tive, the matter of a peaceful settlement and 
the immediate termination of the disorder 
still is an open question. All night Mr. Bish- 
op labored with the head of the union and 
with the head of the traction company. 


Riots Continue During Night. 

In the meantime disorder continued. The 
night was made eventful as a result of the 
company’s rescinding an order made during 
the day. It first was proposed to stop all cars 
at dark and make no further attempts to op- 
erate until tomorrow morning. Late today 
the company decided to continue the service. 
Supt. Cook stated that the public demanded 
the cars and the service. such as it was, and 
for that reason the cars would run, whether 
it brought on more trouble or not. 

Motorman John Dubler was beaten into 
unconsciousness late tonight and left lying 
upon the street. He is thought to have been 
fatally injured. Many others were roughly 
handled, but their wounds are not considered 
serious. 

Rioting and violence, although without 
fatal results, accompanied the operation of 
cars during'the day, following the decision by 
an almost unanimous vote of the local union 
of the Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electric Railway Employés to call a 
strike. To reach this conclusion meetings 
were held last night, beginning at 8 o'clock 
and lasting until 3 o’clock this morning. 


Tom Johnson on the Job. 


After a day of inceseant troubles Mayor 
Tom Johnson, touching upon the street 
railway strike, seid: 

* Violence resulting in destruction of prop- 
erty and injury to persons having already 
occurred on the streets consequent upon the 
street railway strike I have instructed the 
chief of police to preserve order and protect 
property with all the force at his command. 
I hereby notify the pwhblic that I will use 
the full power.of the city to supply all neces- 
sary assistance to the police authorities and 
I warn all persons that disturbance will not 
be tolerated and disorder will be met with 
force adequate to suppress it.” 

Mayor Johnson later visited the offices of 
the Municipal Traction company, of which he 
is treasurer. There he said: 

**T am here on the job twenty-four hours 
in the day, and I intend to do everything 
I can to bring about a settlement of the trou- 
ble. This strike is all foolishness and a great 
waste, and I hope to bring it to a close 
soon.”’ 

The mayor would not discuss the means 
he proposed to pursue. Johnson, who is gen- 
erally regarded to be in full control of the 
whole situation, has been appealed to by 
citizens, both as mayor and as an officer of 
the traction company, to use his influence to 
stop the strike and restore peace and service 
upon the traction lines. 


Trouble Starts at Daybreak. 


The strike order went into effect at 5 
o'clock. From the beginning there was 
trouble in getting the cars out. One of the 
first disturbances of any consequence took 
place at the Lakeview car barns, where Chief 
of Police Kohler was slightly injured by a 
stone hurled by strike sympathizers: An 
effort to move the cars from the Lakeview 
barns Was opposed by the strikers. The men 
on the cars refused to leave, and a crowd 
quickly gathered. The police, headed by the 
chief, were rushed to the barns. In an effort 
to drive the crowd back stones and clubs were 
used. The police also used their macés in an 
effort tocontrol the mob. Many were slightly 
injured. 

Cars were stopped in all sections of the 
city by the strikers ard their friends. In 
many inetances riding upon the care by 
regular patrons was fraught with danger. 
For the most part people walked to their 
places of business this morning. 

Tie strikers appealed to the nonunion men, 
who refused to leave the cars. Some of them 
did derert, after first deciding not to strike. 
Many old tmployés remained with the com- 
vany, however. Practically all of the young 
men went-out. 


Three Cent Fare First Cause. 


The strike had its origjn in the institution 
of 8 cent fares, a subject of political con- 
tention in Cleveland during seven years 
past. Following the municipal election last 
November, when the principal issue was the 
question of municipal control of traction 
‘companies and an ultimate rate of fare of 8 
cents within the city limits, a consolidation 
of the street car lines came about. 

At that moment it developed that the Cleve- 
land Electric railway company, the major 
traction corporation, had signed a contract 
with the Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electric Railway Employés, whereby it 
wee agreed that, in the event of a “ continu- 
ation” of their franchise or its equivalent 
the conductors and motormen would receive 
a specified increase of 2 cents an hour and 
an adjustment of other minor alleged griey- 
ances.

TEAMSTERS TO VOTE TODAY. 


Truck Workers Hold Mass Meeting on 
Question of Strike. 


A strike of 5.500 truck Grivers may be 
called tomorrow morning, as a result of a 
refusal of the Team Owners’ association 
to grant the demand of the union for an in- 
crease in wages of $1.50 a week. The em- 
ployers met at Vogelsang’s restaurant last 
evening and formulated their final answer to 
the strike.committee of the union. 

A joint session of the team owners’ com- 
mittee and the strike committee of the union 
was opened at 11 o'clock in the evening at the 
Briggs house. At 2 o’clock this morning the 
committees still were in session. The em- 
ployers offered to renew the old agreement, 
but réfused absolutely to offer any further 
concessions. 


Opposing Leaders Meet. 

The employers were represented by C. J. 
Harth, president, and T.! J. Cavanagh, secre- 
tary of the Team Owners’ association. Rep- 
resenting the union were: Martin McGraw of 
the teamsters’ joint council; 
President Daniel Tobin of the Brotherhood of 
Teamsters; John White, president, and John 
Butler, secretary of the Truck Drivers’ 
union.

Bonanga to Marshall Sampsell. 

The receivers were paid $18,000 a year each. 
Marshall E. Sampsell, the sole remaining re- 
ceiver of the Union Tractfon company, has 
been paid $90,000. He formerly was clerk of 
the United States Circuit court and was ap- 
pointed receiver by Judge Grosecup in order, 
the judge said, that the court might keep the 
receivership under direct supervision. If it 
were not fof the “ direct supervision ” of the 
court that the stockholders’ property has re- 
ceived. $90,000 would be considered a trifle 
high for Mr. Sampesell’s services. Mr. Samp- 
sell has raised a lasting memorial to his haul 
from the bonanza in the shape of a magnifi- 
cent country residence at Highland Park, 
which, it is understood, is greatly admired by 
everybody except a few hundred disgruntied 
stockholders in the north and west side street 
car lines. 

John C. Fetzer was receiver for a short 
time at the rate of $18,000 a year, but he 
withdrew, disgusted with the methods of ad- 
ministration. The late James H. Eckeis also 
was an $18,000 a year receiver up to the time 
of his death. 

Henry A. Blair, who was receiver for the 
north and west side underlying companies, 
was a hard working official. If $18,000 wasa 
fair compensation for an ornamental receiver 
Mr. Blair has been grossly underpaid. Reo- 
ognizing his work in furtherance of a sat- 
isfactory reorganization of the propesties, 
the directors of the companies have voted 
him an additional compensation of $150,000. 


Fat Fees to Lawyers. 

By all odds the richest haul was made by 
the special attorneys, who cost, on an aver- 
age, $4.600 a._month. John M. Harlan, who 
was appointed by Judge Grosscup “ to rep- 
resent the people,” gathered in a comfortable 
fortune during the negotiations with the city 
for a renewal of the franchise. There has 
been. a good deal of mystéry thrown about 
the fees charged the stockholders for “ rep- 
resenting the people,” but it is generally 
supposed te be in the neighborhood of $24,000 
a year. 

Another large fee was paid to Henry Craw- 
ford in the ninety-nine year act litigation. 
Mr. Crawford received $67,800 in July, 1905, 
and $25.000 in December, 1906. John 8. Miller 
was paid special fees in connection with the 
receivership litigation. Then there is a 
cloud of attorneys whose fees will come out 
of the fund set aside in the reorganization 
of the company. The fees for special coun- 
sel under the receivership never were less 
thah $3,000 a month and in one month they 
were $10,500. 

In the first year of the receivership the 
special attorneys cost §79,000. In 1906 they 
got $162,000. Since that time the attorneys 
appovinted by the court have drawn $222,424. 


Trust Companies’ Share. 
The trust companies have also come in for 
a lucrative bit of business. The fees al- 


lowed these companies by the court were:

In addition there are contested claims by 
trust companies which may bring this total 
up to $250.000. The fees of the Fidelity Trust 
company of Pennsylvania are being con- 
tested, and Henry W>. Bishop, the federal 
master in chancery, is holding $75,080 in 
trust for the settlement of the Fidelity and 
the claims of other trust companies. This 
matter is up for hearing this week. 
Altogether the receivership proper from 
May. 22, 1903, to March 31, 1908, cost §783.- 
021.57 in receivers’ and special counsel fees. 
Outside ofthis the cost to the stockholders 
is made up of the amounts appropriated for 
representing their various interests. These 
reorganization fees are to be adjudicated in 
the near future.

SOCIALISM CALLED TREASON; - 
COL. LEWIS SAYS ‘REPRESS IT.’ 


Tells Spanish War Officers Defiance of 
Law Should Be Stopped—Bishop Fal- 
lows Urges Larger Navy. 


The repression of anarchy and socialism 
was urged by Col. J. Hamilton Lewis, and a 
substantial increase in the American navy 
advocated by Bishop Samuel Fallows last 
night. Both sentimente were applauded vig- 
orously at a banquet given in the new builld- 
ing of the Chicago Athletic association in 
celebration of the decennial anniversary of 
the Naval and Military Order of the Spanish- 
American War. Representatives of the na- 
ticnal commander, were the guests of the 
llt\inois commandery. 

“We cannot afford to submit supinely to 
the deflance of our laws and the false logic 
of certain well meaning socialists,’ said Col. 
Lewis. ‘‘ These people who have no respect 
for authority, who believe the government 
has been reared on the theory of offense, are 
guilty of no lese than treason. No country 
ever tolerated this lack of patriotism, and it 
is. high time that we seek some means of 
checking the present trend of deflance.”’ 

Bishop Fallows, in speaking of the navy, 

said: ‘‘I am willing to be taxed for all of 
what little I have to provide for the necessary 
increase in our navy.’ 

Col. Lewis arose from his chair and shook 
the bishop’s hand fervently, and Col. Bd- 
ward Rosenburg of Ohio proposed three 
cheers for the “ fighting bishop,’’ which the 
banqueters gave with a right good will. 

The Rev. Father Francis Kelly spoke on 
“ Religion and Patriotism.” The toast mas- 
ter was Col. Edward C. Young. In the after- 
noon the officers of the organization for the 

coming year were elected, Lieut. Col, Charles 
Dick of Ohio being named commander in 
chief.

Rivals’ Organization Limited. 


The tables show, however, that practically 
all contests are in southern states. The fight 
there always is one for control of the or- 
ganization, and it is the custom of southern 
republicans to compromise on. presidential 
candidates whenever they can agree on na- 
tional committeemen, or recognized dis- 
tributere of federal patronage in the state. 

In addition to contests which will not ma- 
terlalize; there are others s0 fillmsy in char- 
acter that.the regular delegates will be 
seated on the face of the returns without diffi- 
culty. Every contest which falls, and every 
regular delegate seated by the national com- 
mittee during its preliminary session in 
Chicago the first two weeks in June will be 
a Taft victory. 

The figures given above, as a matter of 
course, are largely from Taft sources, and 
if the contest was at all close would have to 
be heavily discounted In point of sober fact, 
however, no one of the other candidates has 
any real organization outside of his own 
state. 


President the Best Politician. 


So far as known, however, these figures 
are fairly accurate. Ng man has been count- 
ed for Taft unless it could be asserted either 
that he was acting under instructions, follow- 
ing an indorsement, or had expressed him- 
self. 

Taft people believe they will get from one- 
half to three-fourths of the unpledged dele- 
gates, the total of which, according to my 
table, is 171. This is the basis, in all proba- 
bility, for the declaration by President Roose- 
velt some time ago that Secretary Taft would 
go into the Chicago convention with not 
less than 700 delegates to his credit. 

At that time it was assumed this figure 
was the result of the natural enthusiasm of 
President Reosevelt for the candidate whose 
cause he had espoused so heartily. Now 
that returns are in and even the dilato 
Texans have elected their full quota of dele- 
gates, it is seen that as usual President 
Roosevelt has been the best politician of them 
al... 

Two to One Already Pledged. 

The figures show on the face of the returns 
that 488 delegates are instructed for Taft, and 
only 227 for all the favorite sons. In other 
words, ne has 2 to 1 of the delegates who will 
go to-Chicago actually: pledged to vote for a 
particular candidate, at least on the first bal- 
lot. The secretary's instructed list, in fact, 
is only eight short of enough to control the 
convention. 

The importance of this is seen from repeat- 
ed rumors of attempts to be made to force the 
nomination upon President Roosevelt. Look- 
ing over the table, it will seen that the 
votes actually pledged to Taft and others 
amount to 710 out of 980, which woul? leave 
only 270 scattered votes to form a nucleus for 
the Roosevelt movement. These unpledged 
delegates are scattered all over the country, 
and it would be next to impossible to com- 
bine them so as to get concerted action on the 
first ballot. 

District Attorney Kealing of Indianapolis, 
Fairbanks’ manager, has gone to Chicago to 
open headquarters and asserts that the solid 
Indiana vote will be cast for the vice presi- 
dent on the first ballot. There are those who 


| believe this is the first step toward obtaining 


the renomination for the second place for 
Fairbanks. He is the only one who has ob- 
tained an instructed delegate outside of his 
state, and if the other candidates for presi- 
dent should get together and demand his re- 
nomination for vice president it is likely they 
could accomplish it.

Democratic Leaders Propose La- 
, bor Man for Vice Presidency. 


MAY SEEK GOVERNORSHIP. 


Legal Residence in Illinois Makes Can- 
didacy for the Chair Possible. 


Washington, D. C., May 16.—{Special.J— 
Democratic leaders in Washington have 
been canvassing the situation’ in various 
state delegations regarding their probable at- 
titude towards the candidacy of John Mit- 
chell, labor leader, for a place on the demo- 
cratic ticket this year. 

Mr. Bryan look@ kindly on-the sugges- 
tion that Mitchell be nominated for vice 
president in the event that Bryan should 
head the democratic ticket.. Some of the 
friends of Mitchell, it was learned today, 
have been feeling out members of congress 
from Illinois on the democratic side as to 
the availability of Mitchell for governor of 
Illinois. 

Would Like to Be Governor. 

The suggestion that he be a candidate Is 
said by persons who claim to be in the confi- 
dence of the labor leader not to be distasteful 
to him. He has spent much time in Indiana 
in connection with his official duties as presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers’ Union of 
America. His headquarters have been at In- 
dianapolis, but he has retained his legal resi- 
dence in Illinois. 

Democratic leaders as a rule prefer to see 
Mitchell nominated for vice president rather 
than for governor of Illinois. They desire to 
avail. themselves of his popularity among 
workingmen. In view of the probable nomi- 
nation of Taft the democrats expect to push 
the labor question to the front in the cam- 
paign. The avowed hostility of labor leaders 
to Taft because of his injunctions in the Debs 
strike a few years ago makes the democrats 
bold to force the fighting along that line. 


Free to Enter Politics. 


Some surprise has been expressed that Mit- 
chell consented to allow the use of his name 
in connection with any office in view of his oft 
expressed unwillingness to have anything to 
do with politics. But his position has changed, 
his friends explain, because of his relinquish- 
ment of all official connection with the mine 
workers’ union, and as a private citizen he is 


‘now free to engage in any pursuit he may 


elect without being charged with using the 
labor organization for political ends.

MUTINY IN THE REFORMATORY.

Guards and Prisoners Have Des- 
perate Battle at Pontiac. 


ONE OF THE MEN SHOT DOWN 


Riot Follows Revolt in the Institu- 
tion’s Overall Department. 


Pontiac, Il., May 16.—[Special.]—Inmates 
of the overall factory of the state reforma- 
tory here mutinied against their foreman 
today and tried to kill him, with the result 
that Henry Williams, a negro, aged 25, is in 
the hospital with three bulletsin his body. _ 

Of the forty men.in the overall factory 
about half have been nursing grievances 
against A. Burrell, the foreman, whom they 
charged with ill treating them. This after- 
noon Williams suddenly grasped a table lathe 
and started for Burrell. 

Burrell Prepared for Attack. 

Burrell had noticed that something unusual 
was going on among the men and was on 
watch. As Williams rushed for him with 
the table lathe raised in the air and others 
dropped their work and fell in with the 
burly negro, Burrell drew his revolver and 
fired at Williams. 

The first two shots did not stop the negro. 
who continued to advance, although the oth- 
ers scattered, and it was not until Burrell had 
fired three times that the leader of the mutiny 
fell to the floor. 

Guards Rush to Rescue. 

At the shots guards came running from all 
parts of the reformatory. They found the 
inmates of the overall factory huddled ina 
corner, Williams groaning on the floor, and 
Foreman Burrell standing guard with his 
revolver. 

Thirteen of the inmates pointed out by 
Foreman Burrell as participants in the out- 
break were taken to the solitary. 


ALL BUT THE BABY SLAIN 
BY MYSTERIOUS ASSASSINS. 


New Jersey Farmer, His Wife, and a 
Servant Found Dead—Two Arrested 


on Subpicion. 


Matawan, N. J., May 16.—William D. Shep- 
herd, a prosperous poultry fancier and a for- 
mer rough rider, was found murdered on his 
farm near here this morning, after a mysteri- 
ous warning that his household would meet 
with a violent death within two weeks. His 
wife and Jenny Bendy, a servant, suffered 
the zame fate, but the Shepherds’ 7 months 
old baby was found sleeping in her cradle un- 
harmed. The entire house had been ran- 
sacked and everything of value had been 
taken. 

The police have made one arrest in connec- 
tion with the case, another man is said to be. 
under police surveillance, and a posse with 
bloodhounds is searching the country for the 
assassins. A repeating shotgun was appar- 
ently the means of the murders. 

Frank Zastera, a farm hand, who had been 
employed only two days on the place, dis- 
covered the bodies shortly after the shooting 
and gave the alarm. Zasterais said to claim 
occult powers, and, according to statements 
of the victims’ friends, predicted in Shep- 
herd’s presence that in two weeks’ time two 
men would come to the farm and kill every 
one on it. 

Frank Crooks was captured this afternoon 
near Freehold by Charles W. Ely, a member 
of the sheriff's poase, and is now in jail at that 
place. Blood stains were found on his cloth- 
ing, but Crooks, who is also a farm hand, says 
these canie from killing chickens. 

The police are looking for a farm hand who 
was employed on the Shepherd place until 
recently. He is said to have quarraled wit 
Shepherd, and a man said to resemble him . 
was seen about the Shepherd place early to- 
day. ‘ :

ALL DENY TRUST CHARGE

Paper manufacturers had their inning today 


making. of the commodity. One prominent 
man in that industry told the investigators 
he would quit the business unless the-price 
of paper advanced. : 

Another said the manufacturers would 
stand on the présent price, but they had to 
have it or discontinue. This witness said 
the price of print paper would be less for 
awhile should the tariff be repealed, but 
that in the course of time it would jump 
again to the existing price. 

Manufacturers who testified today were 
unanimous in the assertion tliat no trust, 
combine, agreement, or pact existed among 
various companies engaged in the business 
to fix prices or limit the output. A high of- 
ficial of the International Paper company was 
specific In his denial of this charge, and de- 
clared that evidence to this effect has been 
of the sort termed by courts as incompétent, 
irrelevant, and immaterial—in other words, 
hearsay. , 


.“Qanadian Mills Would Profit.” 

One manufacturer insisted that if the duty 
on print paper were taken off the Canadian 
mills would advance the price $6 a ton with- 
out delay. 

David 8. Cowlés, a manufacturer, said he 
knew of no combine by manufacturers to fix 
the price of paper. He said his mills did not 
stop operations to Nmit the output, and de- 
clared that unlees the price of paper went 
up he would quit the business. . 

“ According to your figures,’’ said Chair- 
man Mann, ‘the cost of production a pound 
at the) Lisbon paper mill in 1907 was $0.18525 
and the net selling price $0.18547, a difference 
of 22 ten thousandths of a cent. Is that all 
the profit you made?” 

“ Yes,"’ responded the witness.

The production basis contract, which Mr. 
Norris, representative of the Publishers’ as- 
sociation, testified many of the papers for- 
merly had, was designated by Mr. Cowles 
as “ something rotten.”

Sarcasm Anent the Tariff. 

“ Why is it that the Canadian mills during 
the last six months have been able to quote 
prices at a much lower rate than the Ameri- 
can mille?” asked Chairman Mann.

Consul General Foster, at Ottawa, informed 
the committee that the market price there 
early last year was $1.70 a hundred pounds, 
gtadually advancing to $1.90 in the autumn. 
A letter from the collector of customs at New 
York gave the average price of print paper 
imported there from Canada during the fiscal 
‘year of 1907 $1.46 a hundred, and for the 
same quality for the nine months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year $1.04 a hundred. 


Manufacturers’ Pact Denied. 

G. H. P. Gould of the Gould Paper com- 
pany, Lyons Falls, N. Y., testified that the 
cost of the paper f. o. b. at their mill is $20.57 
a ton. In 1900, he said, it cost about $25.

Why Price Was Raised. 

“Jn the summer of 1007 the executive 
committee of the company decided upon a 
definite change of policy in respect to the 
sale of its product and ite contracts with 
the publishers, and in pursuance of that 
policy and in consequence of conditions the 
price of paper was raised by the company 

without the slighest reference to what 
other manufacturers might do.”’ | 
. According to the statement a floating debt 
of $4,000,000, which had been created, was 
liquidated in 1905 from the net proceeds of 
the sale of $6,000,000 5 per cent bonds, but 
by the summer of 1907 a new floating debt 
of about $4,000,000 had again been created. 

No dividends were being paid upon the 
common stock, “‘although the actual value 
of the property of the company exceeded 
the value of its capitalization and bonded 
indebtedness. Ae all the factors in the cost 
of manufacture and distribution within the 
control of the management were as low 
as possible consistent with the grade of 
paper produced; the s€éason for diminishing 
the earnings clearly was that the, paper 
was being sold at too low a price and upon 
conditions which were grossly unfair to 
the company. 

“The executive committee and the of- 
ficers determined upon a change of policy. 
They decided to make no more contracts 
for more than one year, which bound the 
seller but did not bind the purchaser. They 
decided to fix a fair price for paper with 
reference to the cost of manufacture, and 
to inzist upon receiving thet price without 
any reduction or the allowance of any re- 
bate unless justified. 

“Only Fair Protit Now.” 

* They decided to make a uniform contract 
and adhere to it, and to treat all purchasers 
similarly situated and in other respects 
equally desirable alike.’’ 

The increase in the price of paper is justi- 
fied on the ground that * the previous price 
had been too low and bythe increase in fhe 
cost of manufacture,” and the claim is made 
that under present conditions the price of 
paper now yields only a fair return upon the 
capital invested. 

Regarding the possible effect of the re- 
moval of the tariff, the statement says it is 
questionable if such removal would have im- 
mediate effect, ‘“ but if what the publishers 
claim is true it would probably eventually 
transfer the ‘tndustry to Canada.”’

BOY DETECTIVE AIDS THE CITY 


Looking for Person Who Attempt- 
ed to Set Fire to Clarke School. 


GETS SALARY FOR EFFORTS. 


Suspicion Rests Upon Two Youngsters 
Who Were Playing Hookey. 


A regular little boy detective—whose name, 
by the way, is not Danny Dreamer—is in the 
emp!oy of the board of education, looking for 
the man or. boy who attempted to set fire to 
the Clarke school, Ashland avenue and West 
Thirteenth street, last Monday morning. 

Just who it is that has calmly attained the 
ideal of every aspiring boy is not known gen- 
erally. President Schneider of the board of 
education knows, and James Watson, special 
agem for the board. 

With the aid of his boy deputy, who is re- 
ceiving a regular galary, Special Agent Wat- 
gon is working on a new theory of the origin 
of the attempt to burn the schoo! building. 
Instead of a Jew with a heavy black mus- 
tache, described by three girls who encoun- 
tered him in the basement half an hour after 
the fire was started, the sleuths are looking 
for two boys who, it is belleved, were “‘ play- 
ing hookey ” and thought it would be a pleas- 
ant diversion to get their school building out 
of the way. 

These youngsters were seen coming from 
the school basement, and boys who saw 
them reported that they had a can of olland 
matches in their hands. Special Agent Wat- 
gon learned of this report, questioned one of 
the boys who had circulated it, and as the 
youngster established an alibi for himself, 
Mr. Watson decided to employ him as a 
special detective for the occasion. 


New Program at Worthy School. 

President Schneider is at -work on a re- 
vised daily program for the boys at the 
Worthy school, who soon are to be placed 
under the care of six “ family officers ’’ un- 
der a system similar to that now used at the 
parental school. With a copy of the parental 
school program at hand for purposes of com- 
parison, Mr. Schneider is going through the 
Worthy school schedule, item by item, and is 
indicating changes which he thinks should be 
introduced by the new officials, 

The parental school program indicates a 
strenuoug, succession of housework, drills, 
and classes, beginning with reveille at 6 and 
ending with taps at 8:45 in the evening. It is 
probable that the Worthy school boys will 
find themselves imitating this schedule more 
or less closely. 


Schneider’s Ruling Sustained. 

President Schneider's ruling at ‘the last 
board meeting on the vote which defeated 
the eight hour day plan for school census 
enumerators will be sustained by the school 
attorney when he reports’on the matter at 
the next meeting. The defeated advocates 
of the measure appealed from the presi- 
dent's culing and the president Pwas sus- 


tained by a vote of the board. Several of 


the trustees, however, insisted that Attorney 
Hamlin should present a formal opinion on 
the question at the next meeting. Mr. Ham- 
lin says the president was right in ruling 
that the measure involved an expenditure of 
money and. for this reason required eleven 
votes for passage.

One of the features of the sale, which was 
marked by the presence of a large number 
of board of trade and real estate men, was the 
bid of Archie C. Tisdelie, the private banker, 


J who recently went to the wall. Mr. Tisdelle 
appeared unostentationsly in the midst of the 


traders in the green room.of the mansion 
and bid $64,500 for the house. It was a dupli- 
eate bid, but it was accepted by the auc- 
tioneer, D. M. Long, and for a time it looked 
as if the house would be knocked down to 
Tisdelle. 

‘Tisdelle refused to tell hie name and dis- 
appeared as soon as the sale was announced. 
His spectacular bid was commented upon and 
the dealers wondered how he expected to raise 
the $5,000 certified check to bind the sale if he 
had been successful. 


Elaborately Furnished by Gates, 


The house has been unoccupied for four 
years, since Mr. Gates and his family left 
for-New York. Only the caretakers, Patrick 
Wells and wife, remained in the place. In 
its days of splendor it was one of the sights 
of Chicago, r. Gates during m residence 
there had $1,000,000 worth of paintings 
hanging on the walls of sitk tapestry. , There 
are twenty-two rooms, a ballroom, billiard 
room, and fourteen bedrooms. The stable 
was one of the pest in the country. When 


late Sidney Kent, for $95,000, he spent $100,- 
000 in immediate improvements. 

E. J. Baker, a brother-in-law of Mr. Gates, 
appeared as his representative at the sale. 
W. H. Babcock, who has had the house on 
the market for Mr. Gates for several years, 
announced the terms of the sale, which 
were one-third cash.

“I was surprised the other day in looking 
over the list of members of the City club to 
discover what a large percentage of mem- 
bers lived in Oak’ Park, Evanston, Morgan 
Park, and other suburbs and yillages. Now 
the majority of these leaders in business and 
civic matters are interested in good govern- 
ment for Chicago, but because of their resi- 
dence away from it they cannot vote to im- 
prove conditions. This should not be, and, 
while I cannot speak authoritatively for all 
of them, I do know that the majority con- 
sider. the political welfare of Chicago more 
than they do their villages. We should there- 
fore bring these men in for the value of their 
leadership.”

UNITED STATES TO WATCH 
COMING PANAMA ELECTIONS. 


On Invitation of Central Americans 
Electoral Commission Will Guard 
Against Disturbances. 


PANAMA, May 16.—When it became known 
here that the American secretary of war 
would visit Panama it was generally con- 
cluded that he would interpose the friendly 
services of the United States to prevent dis- 
turbances at the presidential elections in 
July. This matter was fully gone into during 
Mr. Taft’s stay here. Today the result of 
the conferences was made public. 

The Panaman government last evening of- 
ficially informed the government of the 
United States, through Joseph 8. Blackburn, 
governor of the canal zone, and Herbert G. 
Squiers, American minister to Panama, that 
it hed created a commission of electoral in- 
quiry to investigate all details relating to 
the coming elections. 

In view of the large interests in the United 
States that would be affected in case of dis- 
turbances. Panama cordially invites the 
United States to join it in such inquiries and 
proceedings and to designate such parties as 
it may desire to examine and cross-examine 
all witnesses and inspect and make copies 
of the electoral lists. Bach commission, it is

BRITISH GOVERNMENT LOSES 
MANY PARLIAMENTARY SEATS. 


Opposition Has Taken Six Constituen- 
cies in Two Years and Increased All 
Majorities im Districts Retained. 


[BY CABLE TO THR CHICAGO TRIBUNE) 

LONDON, May 16.—The Shropshire election 
has been a bitter blow to the government, 
which, until the poll was declared, was con- 
fident of winning the seat, while the oppo- 
sition was generally reconciled to lose. The 
government’s confidence in the effect of the 
old age pensions and small holdings bills in 
an agricultural constituency evidently was 
misplaced 

The importance of the by-elections might 
easily be exaggerated, but the figures of 
thirty-five contested by-elections since the 
general election of 1906 show remarkable re- 
sults. The opposition has wrested six seats 
from the government and retained all their 
old seats, with largely increased mafjori- 
ties In every case, while the government not 
only did not gain a seat, but where it re- 
tained seats it has done so with a decreased 
majority in every case. Taking the aggre- 
gate individual votes cast in these elections, 
there is seen an opposition increase of 20,044 
and a government decrease of 32,456. 

It seems evident that at any rate a tempo- 
rary reaction has set in against the socialist 
laborite groups. The falling away of the 
labor vote is the most conspicuous feature 
of the Dundee election. 

It is noted, too, that an appeal issued sev- 
eral weeks ago for funds for the expenses 
of labor candidates in Dewsbury and Mont- 
rose, from which hitherto only $365 had been 
subscribed, netted $250 from one contributor. 
It is evident, too, that many of these labor 
votes, which, in the absence of a labor can- 
didate, used to go to a liberal candidate, now 
have returned to their older allegiance fo the 
conservatives.

AD Cc. Frost, who became involved in finan- 
cial difficulties through the construction of 
the Chicago and Milwaukee electric rail- 
road, was cited to appear in the debtors’ 
court yesterday.

Burns blew up 
in the fifth, where the windy city bunch 
chased three runs across and took the steam 
out of the young fellow. 


Jones and Q. Roosevelt Chat. 

The Sox went into the fray under gloomy 
skies and an entire new management for the 
time being. B. Sullivan was appointed to the 
position pro tem and George Davis was field 
captain. As for Fielder Jones, he was an out- 
cast lurking in distinguished company. The 
suspended Sox leader sat in a box adjoining 
the visitors’ bench, chatting with Quentin 
Roosevelt, who kept score of the proceedings 
on a red card. Ban Johnson also was pres- 
ent, but none of the Roosevelts sat with him. 
He occupied a box with President Noyes, a 
few yards from where Jones was hobnobbing 
with royalty. This was a bully time for 
Fielder to pass over the letter he has written 
to Ban, but he wants to wait until the sus- 
pension expires. Jones may think of some- 
thing more to put in the letter before de- 
livering it. 

White was selected to oppose the array of 
left hand hitters on the local team and Hahn, 
taking Jones’ place in center, went to the 
head of the Sox batting class. The doctor 
developed a lot of speed in the morning on 
securing a machine at his place of business 
and whizzing around the streets on a motor 
cycle. In fact, White looked so good Jones 
pinned faith on the slender southpaw. A 
left handed wonder named Burns from Cal- 
ifornia hooked up with the dootor and the 
deadly combat was on. 


White Fans Two of First Three. 


Both sides faded away in the first round, 
White striking out two of the locals. John 
Anderson was greeted with cheers when 
he strode to the pan in the second and 
laced outa hit.

Hahn 
took third on the play, but slid over the bag 
and was tagged out by Shipke on Milan’s 
throw. Anderson ended the inning witha fly 
to Milan.

There was more crowded into that final

Double Play Relieves Pressure. 

This startling double play relieved the pres- 
sure and in a minute Kling raced back close 
to the stand and made a one handed catch 
of Bergen's foul fly.

Cricket, but his removal from 
California put an end to that combination 
of blood lines, the same thing occurring when 
McKinney and Direct were sold away from 
the state, so that, while Cricket has shown 
wonderfully well, the chances are she would 
have accomplished even more had there not 
been so many changes of sires. Her only 
good fortupe consisted in never being mated 
with a really common stallion. 

After Cricket started the 2:10 Nest of pacing 
mares the bike sulky made that rate of speed 
pretty common among sidewhee!l horses, and 
net much attention was paid to the race 
record for mares at that way of going until 
a gimpy little gray pacer called Bessie Bone— 
hill stepped a mile in 2:05%. That was in 
1887, and as pacers under the 2:06 line were 
none too common, Bessie became noted as 
the record holder for pacing mares in a race. 
George Castle of Chicago, who campaigns 
horses for fun and does his own driving, 
bought Bessie, but her record never was 
bettered and she was put to breeding. How 
many colts she has had I do not know, but 
ene of them, a 2 year old stallion by Direct 
Hal, 2:04%, Is the fastest thing of its age 
and experience I ever saw, as well as one of 
‘ the best looking. He is called Empire Hal, 
and will put his dam up among the good 
broodmares the first time he starts after he 
is matured. 

Two years after Bessie Bonehill had made 
herself a champion the race record for pacing 
mares was reduted to 2:04% by Lady of the 
Manor, a member of the Geers string. She 
was not the most attractive gaited pacer in 
the world, but had a great turn of speed 
and was game, which combination enabled 
her to win a lot of grand circuit races and 
eventually reach the top of the ladder. Lady 
of the Manor has had several foals, and one 
of them, by Direct Hal, worked dround 2:10 
@ year ago. She has others by the same 


horse, all of them having shown enough to | 


make it certain they will become standard 
by performance with age. 

The mark set by Lady of the Manor stood 
unchallenged for four years, but in 1908 Fan- 
ny Dillard, a hobbler, but a great race nag, 
stepped the fast Columbus, O., track in 
2:08%. It was a great mile when all the cir- 
cumstances were taken into account, as the 
mare was not at her best that day. That 
she would have beaten it in another year 
was morally certain, but a man in England, 
knowing Fanny was usable on the road with- 
out hobbles, took her over there. She came 
beck to this part of the world, and pre- 
sumably now is being bred. The Broncho 
was the first to lower the Dillard record, and 
in 1906 Ecstatic put the race mark at 2:01%, 
where it now stands. She is still on the turf. 

But in the meantime Dariel, a fast little 
mare that some years raced in the hobbles 
and other times went without them, devel- 
oped a wonderful. flight’ of' speed, and} over 
the fast track at Memphis, with a wind 
shield. in front of her and a running horse 
for encouragement, paced a mile in 2 :00%. 
It was not a race record, but being the fast- 
est mile ever paced by a mare it gives Dariel 
@ certain distinction, although the wind 
shield brand of record now is barred. Dariel, 
however, was a good race pacer. She wag 
retired several years ago, but I understand 
has never foaled a colt.

Working for Mackinac Cruise. 


VALMORE CAUGHT IN STORM. 


William H. Thompson and George R. 
Peare Have Strenuous Time.

A campaign is being made by the Chicago 
Yacht club for a record number of entries 
for the fifth annual open cruising race to 
Mackinac istand. Entry blanks for the big 
event were issued last week by Robert G. 
Gould, the new chairman of the regatta com- 
mittee. These blanks have been circulated so 
thoroughly that every yacht club on the 
great lakes ‘has been reached, while no own- 
er of a boat displacing the required five tons 
and upward has been overlooked. 

Mr. Gould is confident that at least twenty- 
five entries will be secured for the long race. 
While the latter number would be eleven 
more boats than competed last year, it is 
considered. likely the record easily may be 
reached, as particular attention is to be given 
to owners of the smaller yachts. It is cer- 
tain, established by a canvass oflastyear’s 
competitors, that every one of the 1907 racers 
again will start. It is also certain that sev- 
eral local yachts which never before have 
been seen in the classic event will compete. 


Chance for Small Yachts. 

“Some of these owners have the impres- 
sion that the Mackinac race is a contest for 
big boats and that a small craft has no show 
to win,” said a yachtsman who hae never 
missed one of the long races. “™“ This is not 
so, for one has only to look at the record of 
the 1906 race to learn that a boat only thirty- 
one feet water line just missed winning the 
trophy. With its corrected time, this yacht 
beat ten other boats—all larger—and many 
with twice the water line length. This time 
allowance gives every yacht a chance, no 
matter what its size may be, as long as it 
measures five tons, and there ig no reason 
why the smaller yachts should not have @ 
try for the cup.” 

The rules for the race, which will start on 
July 25, are the same ag last year. By re- 
quest of the yacht owners last year’s plan of 
having the probable wind direction for the 
ensuing twenty-four hours signaled from 
storm warning station towers along the 
course, will be continued.

Yet in his own 
neighborhood he is known as «4 stern and 
shrewd landlord.

Good Plan to Make a Will: 
Saves TroubleWhenYou Die! 


By Irwin Ellis. 


WN the family where there are children the 
possession of real estate always is- ‘s 
sober, serious matter in the event of 
death of the father or the mother. Many 
men who have worked wisely in life in 

the accumulation of small properties—prob- | 
ably no more than a home free of debt—may 


‘Jeave undone the making of a will by which 


the widow maybe protected andthe best 
interests of the children subserved. 

There ts a mistaken idea prevalent in Ili- 
nois that a piece/of real estate that is record- 
ed in the name of a man and his wife is not 
required to go through the Probate court in 
the event of death of either of them. 

For this to hold true, however, the form 
ef deed must be looked into carefully and in- 
telligentlty. There are two forms of such 
One of them implies only’ a tenancy 
of the property ‘fn cémmon, whilé the other 
indicates a “joint tenancy” in it. Under 


- the Gefinition of tenancy in common, fie 


éeath of either party toe ownership leaves the 
property to the processes of the Probate 
court. It is possible under this tenancy that 
one party to it may hold only an undivided 


‘third, tenth or twentieth in the. realty. 


* .® 
Complications of Joint Tenancy. 

On the other. hand, where joint tenancy fs 
expressed in the deed it must bé plainly @x- 
pressed and it anticipates that each party 

to the deed is holder of an equal interest by 
purchase. In the case of death of the fa- 
ther or mother where joint tenancy is spevi- 
fied plainly the holding of the deceased one 
passes directly to the other without the me- 
cium of probate. 

But this virtual division of realty betwen 
men and wife in life has made complications 
frequently. At the death of the husband tue 
property has passed to the widow wholly. 
There may be one child of the union which 
goon afterward dies. leaving the widow 'n 
possession of the property. 

But the father has brothers and sisters 


—— 


whom he might have wished to share in his 
estate if he could have foreseen the death 
of his child. Here is the complication which 


“may set up and which does set up fre- 


a 


quently in the history of the courts. It Is 
one of: the contingencies which make the 
** joint tenancy ’’ as between man and wi‘s 
undesirable: However the love and affection 
existing Between the man and his wife, there 
may be kinsfolk of hers whom the husband 
would not care to succeed to his property at 
the expense of his own kin, and this is the 
outcome of the joint tenancy deed. 

While the Probate court and its processes 
may be a hardship upon the small estate of 
the average family, it Is regarded as perhaps 
the most satisfactory medium of auch ad- 
justments. 
is involved ‘there is no inheritance tax upon 
the estate which passes to blood relations of 
the deceased one.

will Is a Setaie Instrament. 

Ordinarily the. busifess of making a wi!' 

is considered as thé duty of the husband 


husband and wife siiould executea will. It 
is a simple instrument when framed by a 
competent attorney and witnessed. accord- 
ing tolaw. Unless a will is made protecting 
the widow in the property, the one child as 
in the case cited is heir to-.it save for the 
mother’s one-third dower right in it. With 
a will properly exe¢vited the widow is ina 
position to utilize this property in the educa- 
tion of her children. 

In the matter of life insurance such prop- 
erty may or may not be gubject to the Pro- 
bate court, accordingly as me policy is writ- 
ten. 

Where @ policy is made payable to the ex- 
tate of the insured, the proceeds become a 
matter for probate, as in other property. 

To make the policy clear of the court and 
clear of inheritance tax, it should be drawn 
ft favor of the wife by the husband.

But In delving into about thirty-five speciai 
lines of manufacture the United States gov- 
érnment, with full access to the payrolls of 
manufactaries in the New Engtand and mid- 
die west states, discovers that a salary of 
$100 a week is far out of the ordinary for ever 
the few men high up In the working branches 
of these establishments. The graduated fore- 
man or superintendent who draws as much 
money as thison the pay roll of a manufac- 


It {s interesting to note that at a time when 
the automobile and the power truck are mak- 
ing inroads upon the horse drawn vehic!2 
the wagon and carriage manufactories 
are among the highest rated of institut‘ons 
in the matter of salaries for employés. Quali- 
ties for capable foremanship in the wagon 
ard carriage factory are exceeded in value 
‘only by the expert in glass manyfdcturing 
plants. ‘Yet only one such foreman in sev- 
enty-five-receives as much as $100 a week for 
his services. Discovering a group of fifteen 
foremen listed at the same salary in ene of 
these tables, a further study of the figures 
shows that this salary is only $18 a week- 
while eleven others out of the seventy-five 
draw only $21 a week. 

In the glass works the blower commands 
the highest salary possiblé. Out of a total 
of 812 blowers canvassed in factories three 
individuals co 4 wages of more than 
$100 a week; sixteen earn §36 a week, and 
thirty-three make $23 a week. At an hourly 
scale the blower may q@ommand $1:60 and 
moré, the cutter may make 72 cents an hour 
and the gatherer $1.60.

Shop Foremen Get $100 a Week. 

A foremanship in carshops or railway shops 
may pay close to the $100 a week mark.

“It's a good experience for me.” © 

That is the sentence to keep in mind when 
choosing a position, for a girl needs to be in 
an Office where the business system ia good 
and where she will get the right kind of train- 
ing and discipline. That is the sentence to 
think of when asked to help otherse—do it for 
the experience. When work is distasteful, 
when disagreeable things happen. in the 
office, it is snch.a-consolation to think that 
one’s temper is receiving splendid discipline, 
and that it is, therefore, a good experience. 

The first question asked of an applicant for 
a position is: “ What experience have*you 
had?’ The answer to this question is always 
supplemented by the bearing and conversa- 
tion of the applicant. Her social experiences 
give her her poise and address. Her experi- 
ences in church work give her earnestness, 
and her ‘experiences in educational fields 
give tone to her conversation. 

For this reason it pays to enlarge one's ex- 
perience as much as possible socially, mor- 
ally, inteNectually, and !n a business way. 
It pays to keep that little sentence always be- 
fore one, anf to do only the thing of which 
one can say: “It’s a good experience for 
me.” Life seems more worth living to a 
business girl, when she realizes that all of 
these experiences, pleasant or otherwise, 
will, if r:-htly used, result in the develop- 
ment of character and ultimate success.

I assisted the agent 
in all lines of the work, and finally'was given 
an opening by the company as an assistant, 
with the enormous salary. of $35 a month.

Tradition seems to have decreed that whatever the ma- 
terial, white must be the color chosen. This is not neces- 
gary, and any of the delicate shades of the different colors 
will look well, or one of the dainty sprigged mualins will 
be most appropriate. There are mulls, organdies, muslins, 


lawns, voiles, fine cashmeres, 


chiffon cloths, etc., from 


which to mak one’s choice; and some ofthe last named 
materials would cost quite a little to make up well; al- 
though they easily could be maile so as to give good’ ser- 
vice and no doubt pay in the end. But it would be much 
safer if the gown is to be made by the girl herself to 


choose one of the first.four cloths named. 


A pale pink- lawn costing about 35 cents a yard would 

be most attractive. made with a simple plaited skirt and a 

jumper waist embroidered around the neck and armholes. 

In puying the pattern for the skirt, if it is not possible to | 
get one to correspond with both the waist and hip meas- 

ures, get one: large enough in the waist and too large in 

tthe hips; in other words, do not have it too small in 

either waist or hips, as it will be far. easier to make 

gemaller than larger if one is not experienced. 

These patterns often come in five or seven gores and 
the easiest way to make them up to one’s measure is to 
‘mark the lines for the. plaits with a tracing wheel or 
Brench chalk, then make what is to be the outside fold of | 
each plait and baste the fold near the edge from the top to 


the bottom—do this to every plait. The lines also. will 
have been marked which show how far over each plait is 


to be held. 


Beginning at the top always each basted fold can be 
basted down the entire length, thus making the plaits, and 
instead of sewing up the seam of the Uifferent gores the 
plaits which disguise the seams can be basted in position... 
Put a basting thread down the middle of. the front gore, : 
Jetting it start at the waist and run down five and one- 


half inches below, then after half of the skirt is put to-: 
gether in this way lay it out smoothly on a-table and *®

* asad measure half the waist. Measure 
wn from the waist line to the hip line— 
probably five or five and one-half inches, 
end, put a pin’on each plait where the hip 
lne comes, then measure this most carefully, 

if the waist and hip measure are not right, 
Go not disturb the bastings which were put 
in to hold the fold, but take out the others 
from the waist down seven or nine inches on 
the two or three plaits which come over the 
hips, and which probably are a little farther 
apart than those in the front and the back. 
Make the spaces between each of these two 


. or three plaits a little narrower, so as to get 


the exact waist measure, and in altering the 
hip have the skirt ‘measure about three- 
quarters of an inch more than the measure 
on each half. This is necessary unless one 


likes that pulled, drawn effect. Making a 


slight alteration on several piaits should not 
be noticeable in the appearance of the lines. 
Do not be afraid to measure several times to 
be sure you are right. 

It will be perfectly safe now to turn this 
half of the skirt to the wrong side, trim the 
seams off evenly, and stitch them one-half 
inch from the edge, then they should be over- 
casted or bound. The distance down that 
each plait is to be stitched now may be 
marked and the stitching done. 

The plaits which come in the middle of the 
tack—that is, the middle back plait on each 


.gside—should have a straight strap of mat- 
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erial slipped in before the stitching is done 
there, and then stitched on the edge and 
three-eighths of an inch in, bringing the two 
lines of stitching together at the bottom in 
@ one-sided point. , 

The hooks and eyes are sewed to the wrong 
side of these plaits instead of the placket, 
and the straight strips keep the edges from 
stretching 

The other half of the skirt should be put 
together in the same way, corrected over the 
hhips, if necessary, then joined to the front 
gore, all the seams finished and -pieits 
stitched,\and finally the middle back seam is 
stitched, finished, and pressed open. All the 
other seams are overcasted or stitched to- 
gether.

slightest difficulty about having skirts fit, _ 


and how much easier and better this Is than 


standing to be fitted, and how mueh, more 


accurately the work can be done!-- 

The length can be found-easily by pi 
the corresponding plaits together, to ana 
bottom, and measuring from the waist lina 
down to the correct lengths in the middle of 
the front, over the sides, and in the: back. 
These plai 
is traced or marked through and connecting 
these points. The line must be a good one, 
and if it is not noticeable at any point ft is 
apt to be,all right.. Turn the skirt up on 
this line around the bottom without unbast- 
ing or pulling the plaits out, and pin. 

The skirt should be tried on and if this line 
has been well done the skirt will be found to 
hang perfectly.’ Nod change should be nec- 
essary. The skirt shoula be pressed on the 
edge where it is.turned-up, then the bastings 
can be taken out: iof-the.plaits for a ways up 
and the hem laid and the bottom: finished. 
It is well. worth thé trying to accustom one- 
self in Se a plaited; skirt in this way; it 
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saves no end of standing and fussing, and 
when used to it the work can be done rapidly, 
perfectly, and easily. 

The little Jumper has three half inch tucks 
laid on.each shoulder stitched down about 
two inches and a half from the seam. There. 
is a large armhole and the material is cut 
£o it extends one and one-half inches over the 
shoulder. The neck is cut'in a high V in the 
front and round in the back. 

A quarter or a nickel will be a good cuide to 
mark the scalleps by and the addition of a 
few embroideréd dots below the scalloped 
edge is effective. This waist is joined to the 
skirt band and six small fancy buttons deco- 
rate the front of the skirt, two being on the 
band and the other four below. 

This dress sould be worn with a fine lin- 
gerie blouse either in whit@or the same shade 
of pink as the dress. This little gown would 
be pretty made of white pique, linen, or any 
of the colored chambrays. 

A &Sprigged dimity or lawn would be lovely 
made in a simple, full skirt... Four breadths 
should be enough if the gir? is slender and 
rather small. The bottom should have a hein 
four inches deep and above this it would be 
lovely if a band of valenciennes or a filet 
net were set in. Otherwise it will look 
well with no other decoration than the hem. 

In. these. full skirts the lower edge-is:al- 
ways perfectly straight and_is finished be- 
fore the top. Then the skirt is pinned to- 
gether across the bottom and top and the 
length is measured from the bottom up in the 
several places and the usual connecting line 
drawn. It is a good plan at this stage to run 
a gathering thread on this Hne and ‘try the 
skirt on to be sure the length is even. 

Inatead of having the top simply gathered 


it wil} be pretty to start either side of the front 


and run five tucks from the waist line down 
four .or five inches. Do this around the 
balance of the skirt. Then run the gathering 
thread in and adjust to a belt, throwing more 
fullness towards the back than is over the 
front-and sides. 

Tuck the body portion of the waist into a 
square yoke made of the material and lace 


insertion and have the upper edge of the yoke. 


in shapé, making a slightly low neck.. Simple 
puffs for the sleeves put into a tace band 
which comes just above the elbow finish phils 
simple and.pretty gown. 

A pretty style for dotted muslin or plain, 
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white lawn is to cut the upper third’ of the 
skirt into nine gores. These gores are joined 
by strips of three-quarter inch lace insertion. 


Where this part of.the skirt ends the gores. 


are shaped in ovals or half circles and the 
edge ‘is finished with the insertion. If the 
skirt is a plain lawn it will "be handsome to 
have the lower part made of a ruffie of Swiss 
embroidery. The fullness in this either is 
gathered or tucked in clustéfs,. having the 
tucks come exactly where the skirt seams 
end. 

If the dress is made of the dotted muslin 
the ruffle should be of the muslin with one 
row of the insertion set In above the hem. 
There is a tucked yoke finished at the,top 
with the narrow edge and no coliar, and the 
lower edge of the yoke is prettily shaped and 
outlined by the insertion. Into this the lower 
part of the waist is gathered, the waist and 
skirt are put into the same band, the sleeves 
are m@ede of several little frills of the mate- 
rial edged’ with lace, and with this dress a 
sash is worn. 

For girls 17 and 18 years of age the dresses 
are made for this occasion just to escape the 
floor, The materials chosen may be the same 
as for the younger girls; or they may, be of 
the. more expensive cloths—as the purse will 
allow, But in any event the keynote should 
be simplicity. 

A soft white mull made with a deep hem 
and. three spaced tucks above, and having the 
upper part simply shirred into a high girdle 
to which the waist is attached, is delight- 
fully graceful and pretty. 

A sash of the softest white silk is attached 
to a high waist line in the back. If a soft silk 
is chosen for the dress it will be good looking 
made in sunburst style and untrimmed. The 
waist can be simple or a little elaborate. 

An inexpensive, but serviceable and pretty

HERE has been a mistake about the Chi- 

cago river. It is a poetical stream. Chi- 

-cagoans, looking through 2 glass dark- 

ly, have failed to distinguish, through - 

the overhanging mist of public opinion 

and ridicule, the real beauties which, de- 

spite all that has been said to the con- 

trary, characterize the Chicago river. It 

has taken the eye of an artist to pierce the veil and 
ti » bold strokes of an artist’s brush to convince an in- 
eredulous public that right here at home, in this “ good 
ola Chicago town,” we have a possession which vieg 
most successfully with the vast waterways of Venice . 

and the lauded Rhine. 

William Clausmann, a Chicago artist, in his collection 
of pictures which now are on exhibition, has endeavored » 


to depict the river as he has seen it—and from his 
viewpoint it is a wonder. 

The good, loyal Chicago citizen heretofore, when 
ginging the praises of his cfy to some one who knows 
it not, has skimmed lightly over mention of the river. 
As an aid.to business it is, of course, invaluable, but 
as a picturesque feature-—hardly.- His practical eyes 
have.geen only turbid, muddy waters, rendered darker 
and more turbid by overhanging clouds of slate colored 
emoke. 

Ask some one where is about the. most undesirable 
spot on the river. He is apt to answer: “Tooking from 
the Lake street bridge.” Ask the artist. He answers 
slowly: “There are no undesirable spots on the Chi- 
cago river. Come here and I will show you & river 
scene which impressed me most deeply, and | think 


Looking at the buildings one. forgets that they are 
smoke begrimed, and realizes only how strong and well 
built they are. The low lying freight steamers seem 
suddenly possessed of unsuspected power, and. the tugs 
become dignified through their concentration. of effort 
and successful achievement of purpose. Never before 
have you realized the possibilities of this much ma- 
ligned river. The artist, watching your surprise, smiles 
quietly. 

“Chicago River” is another busy scene. This pic- 
ture, however, deals not so much with the water as 
with the buildings, and these last are depicted true to 
life and with great breadth ‘of comprehension and 
largeness of feeling. You see the tall funnels ofthe 
Edison power house and you recognize’ the Common- 
wealth Edison building. To relieve possible monotony 
an introduction has been made on the roofs of the 
buildings and among the boats on the river of escaping 
clouds of exhaust steam. The effect of the entire

BUKOBA, German East Africa; April 25.— 
I have just ntede a big bargain in clothes. 
I purchased the wardrobe of a gifl of 18, and 
have it packed away in my trunk. Thesale 
was made In the midst of a crowd and the 
price for the whole was equal to just 16 
cents of our money. The coinage was in 
cowry shells about as big as my thumb nail, 
and I had to pay 500 of these for the cos- 
tume. The dress had al) the swish of a silk 
petticoat, and it rustied as the young woman 
walked along with me to the town of Bukoba, 
where my silver money was changed into 


‘ghells, 


The maiden was a Baziba, and a good look- 
ing type .of the people who inhabit this part 
of German Bast Africa. -1 took her out of the 
crowd tin which she stood, and before she 
delivered the goods had a photograph made, 
She stood just about 4 feet in height, and 
was as straight as an arrow. Her dress be- 
gan at the waist and reached to her ankles. 
Above it she had on only two strings around 
her neck. 

The dress was made of the long fibers of 
the raphia palm, and it looked for all the 
world like so much timothy hay tied on by a 
string. There were so many strands of the 
fiber that they hid all of her person. below 


the waist, and they swayed this way and 


that as she walkéd. 


How She Changed Her Clothes. 

I was in company with Archdeacon Walker, 
the famous Uganda missionary, and it was 
through him, as an interpreter, that she made 
the trade. ‘When I pointed to her dress and 
held up the silver coin her eyes brightened, 
and when the archdeacon told her that I 
was willing to pay cash she gladly assented. 

She borrowed a piece of red calico about 


sisters was wearing as a shawl, and loosening 
this fiber skirt a little at the waist she 
slipped in the napkin and wrapped it around 
her person. It was long enough to fall to 
the middie of her thighs, and she fastened 
it over the left hip with a thorn. She then 
took off her skirt of long fringe and handed 
it to me, and we went on together to the 
village to change our money to shells. 
On the way there the archdeacon talked 


with excitement and delight at her bargain, 
and ventured she had never made as much as 
4 cents a day in her life and probably not 
over 3. Here she was selling her old skirt for 
500 shells, equal to six or eight days of hard 
work. When I gave her the shells she 
trotted off laughing and then thanked us 
again and again for my great generosity. 
In the whole transaction she displeyed not 
the slightest immodesty, and at the close, 
although almost nude, was not ashamed. 


Men and Women Wear Grass. 

These Bazibas are all clad in grass clothing. 
The men have grass or fiber cloaks which 
they wear around their shoulders. Some 
have shirts of grass fastened to a ring at 
the top through which the neck goes, and the 
unmarried girls have little fringes of grase« 
or raphia fiber not over eight inches long 
which they wear around their waists. Out- 
side this the girl may have a bracelet or two 
and some ankilets of wire, but otherwise she 


is bare.

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| the British ital of 
Uganda, at 4 a. m., the, Beta capital of 
steaming off the western shores of Lake 
thro the 
islands, about the largest oust nochineiaas 
ke. They are beautifully wooded on 
the shores. with grass lands higher up. 
They were formerly well populated, but they 
are now almest deserted on account of the 
sleeping sickness caused by the bite of the 
tsetse fly, which infests their shores. 

After traveling through these islands we 
went westward along a country which looks 
much like southern Ireland, and which would 
compare with Staten island {f the latter had 

houses upon it. We passed a little rocky 
islet known as the “Island of the Dead,”’ 
and then @ame into this beautiful harbor of 
Bukoba and anchored -well out in the bay. 


Town on Moon Shaped Bay. 


Bukoba is the northernmost station in 
German East Africa. It is beautifully situ- 
ated, lying on a moon shaped bay yd pngp pitted 
low hills: At the south are 
bluffs ending in palisades of granite, which 
rige straight up from the water to a height 
of 200 feet. Right under these bluffs is the 
landing place, and it wasa Httle outside them 
pra the steamship Winnifred came to an- 
chor. ~ 

We were carried to shore in native canoes 
of wonderful workmanship. Each boat was 
about thirty feet long, three faet wide, and 
two feet deep. It had a keel Yrade of the 
trunk of a tree and the sides were of hewn 
boards about a fourth of an inch thick a 
one foot in width, running almost the full 
length of theboat. The boards were sewn 
together and fastened to the keel by threads 
of fiber or bark, and the whole was made 
water tight. There are also larger boats. | 
some even fifty feet long, Which are used for 


navigating the lake. They are made the 


same way. 

We stepped out on the shore under. the 
bluffs and walked perhaps three-quarters of 
a mile through the banana groves about 
the bay to the opposite end of the harbor. 
Here is the h uarters of the German gov- 
ernment, consisting of a fort, a barracks, 
and the home of the commander. The fort 
is made of brick, plastered on the outside 
and roofed. Native soldiers guarded the 
‘gates, but we were able to pass through into 
the large inclosure which contains the bar- 
racks and other buildings. 

The grounds comprise several acres. They 


are covered with green grass and heave also 


beds of red flowers surrounded by hedges. As 
we went in we saw chain gangs of blacks 
bringing in dirt to make the flower beds. Each 
gang consisted of about twenty men chained 
and padlocked. Every man had a steel collar 
about his neck, and there was a chain which 
ran from man to man by being attached to 
these collars, so that the gang made a great 
jingling as it walked along. 

The soldiers at the gates were not especial- 
ly friendly, and ft seemed to me that the offi- 
cers within did not want to meet strangers. 
Archdeacon Walker was with me, and 
through his knowledge of the native lan- 


guage we were able to talk with the guards © 
‘and make our way. 


The first.soldiers we met 
told us that the commandant was asleep, 
and that we could not see him until he had 
finished his after dinner nap. 


Exports Sent to America. 


The name of the governor is Baron Capt. 
von Stuman. He is a short, fat, little man 
with a blond beard. He was dressed in white 
duck, but, nevertheless, looked exceedingly 
warm.

They might be 
called the court residences of these men, for 
they come here to have conferences wita 
the Germans as. to how to govern their sub- 
jects, to pay their taxes, and to see that the 
right amount of government work is supplied 
by their people. 

One of the chiefs was putting up a new 
establishment, and I had a chance to see 
how the buildings were constructed, They 
are made of poles, mud, and elephant grass. 
and one man may have a large number, 


his wives. There were not many women 
about, but such as I saw were clad in grass 
strings reaching from their waists to their 
feet, and a few Had on grass capes of similar 
strings. _ 

The men were mostly young. They were 
straight, well developed, and fine lookine, 
but nearly every one of them was moreor 
lesa drunk.

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While many brokers still are complaining 
of dul! business, there certainly is encourage- 
ment in the fact that more interesting devel- 
opments came to the surface in a market 
way last week than during any week, prob- 
ably, for a year. 

There have been larger single transactions, 
but no such combination of deals as was 
represented by the Maurice L. Rothschild 
lease of the Isham property at 246-248 State 
street, the lease by Hart, Schaffner & Marx 
of the great twelve story building which 
Frederick Ayer of Boston, Mase, is to erect 
for them at the northwest corner of Monroe 
and Franklin streets, the acquirement by 
Harry C. Moir from the Hannahs of the Mor- 
rison hotel and leasehold interest, and of 
great importance. in a general way the lease 
of the old Santa Fé elevator property at the 
Junction of the drainage canal and the river. 
and the plans for the erection of a great 
freight clearing house for the purpose of 
facilitating the handling of package freight 
from and to boats at that point. Of much in- 
terest, also, is the proposed addition of six 
stories to the Republic building, at the south- 
east corner of Adams and State streets, which 
will make it one of the loftiest buildings in 
the central business district. 


State Street’s Largest Deal. 


The Rothschilé deal is of interest as be- 
ing the largest transaction of the year in 
State street property. and as meaning a 
large addition to the handsome store which 
Mr. Rothschild now occuples at the south- 
west corner of State street and Jackson 
boulevard. There also is a decided sugges- 
tion of business progress in the fact that 
within two years from the time he began 
business there hs now is preparing to more 
than double the size of his establisment, 
which ‘becomes of particular significance 
when it Is remembered that the present ls a 
of more or less curtailment and retrenchment 
among business concerns. 

The property which he acquires fronts 
forty-seven feet with a depth of 100 feet. 
adjoining his present etore on the south, 
which he will improve with ¢ new building 
identical in design, character, and height 
with. his present building at the corner. It 
will be eight stories above ground and two 
below and will give him a store of 8 feet 
frontage and a total floor area of over 90,000 
square feet, making. it one of the largest 
stores in the country devoted exclusively to 
the retmil clothing business. Holabird & 
Roche are preparing plans which provide for 
foundations and walls to carry sixteen 
stories. 

The land, it is said, was put in at a value 
of $500,000, which with the building, which 
is expected to cost at least $200,000, will rep- 
resent an investment of $700,000. Albert 
L. Strauss was the broker in the deal, while 
Horace H. Martin of Herrick, Allen, Boyeson 
& Martin represented Mrs. Isham ina legal 
way, while Simeon Straus represented Mr. 
Rothschild. — 

Hart, Schaffner & Marx’s Building. 

The Hart, Schaffner & Marx building, which 
will front 140 feet on Monroe street and 190 
feet on Franklin, will be not only of the high- 
est of fireproof construction, but also 
will be one of the largest and most perfect 
buildings devoted to the manufacture of 
clothing in the world. According to the 
plans, which have been prepared by Holabird 
& Roche, the cost of the building will be 
$1,000,000, which, with the land, will repre- 
sent an investment of $1,500,000. 

The stories will be higher than in any other 
building in the wholesale or retail district. 
the first floor being fifteen feet high and the 
others averaging thirteen and one-half inthe 
clear, while in addition to every conceivable 
device for the facilitation of business special 
efforts have been made for conserving the 
comfort and health of the employés. Thus, 
four floors will be made dustproof and venti- 
lated by washed air, while a refrigerating 
system will cool the air and sterilize and cool 
the drinking water. 

The firat floor will contain the general 
offices and shipping rooms, the second, third, 
and fourth floors the stockrooms, and the 
fifth will be devoted to a genera!) salesroom, 
and above that the stories will be devoted 
to general manufacturing purposes. Three 
of the upper floors will be used solely. by the 
cutter of clothing. 

The top floor will be devoted to the sewing 
room and will be lighted with a saw tooth 
roof’ skylight. In addition to being fire- 
proof the building will be equipped with 
sprinklers and additional] beyond the usual 
automatic fire alarms will be installed. 

Construction on the new building, which 
will contain over 850,000 square feet of floor 
space, or over eight acres, will be begun 
Jan. 1, 1908, with a view .to its completion 
within a year. 

The firm now gives employment to 5,000 
people in a half dozen large buildings in the 
wholesale clothing district, the main build- 
ing being the eight story structure at the 
southeast corner of Van-Buren and Market 
streets.

The sudden scorn of the populace for gun pop melodrama has thrown ite makers 
and sellers into a panic; for what is to take the place of such stuff in the low price’ 
theaters? May be a better grade of the same kind of material will revive the lost 
thrills; but absurd peril and rescue have been made #0 laughable that nothing, | think, 
ean lift it out of the slump into which it has fallen. Then, too, an improvement in 
plots and their handling would require authors with originative talent, and the man- 
agere of these travesties of tragedies are averse to paying royalties. 

One of five men who had fifty companies on tour last winter keeps an expert 
scissorer and paster on wages the year around at $50 a week, and his output in 1907 
amounted to twenty-eight plays, of which twenty-two were acted and thirteen were 
kept going. Cipher that out and you wiki see that he got his useful thirteen at $200 
each, and the others cost him nothing. He would be lucky to obtain that number of - 
original, meritorious, and popular plays at royalties aggregating any less than $40,000 
in a season of forty weeks,

CURRENCY BILL IN CONFERENCE. 

The conferees on currency legislation 
have before them for consideration two 
measures, one of which received the sub- 
stantially unanimous support of ‘the re- 
publicans of the house, while the other 
was passed by the senate with varie- 
gated amendments. 

In passing the so-called Vreeland bill 
the house responded to the demands of 
the country, while the original Aldrich 
bill represents the views of a few bank- 
ers and senators. We cannot believe that 
the conferees can agree on the Aldrich 
bill as it etands. We are afraid that 
they may not agree on the Vreeland bill 
as it stands. But it will be‘the duty of 
the house conferees to insist upon the 
principles of the Vreeland bill, which 
make available as security for emergency 
currency the commercial collatera] of the 
country. It willbe the duty of the house 
of representatives to support them in this 
position. 

After .a-thorough study of the question 
of a temporary emergency currency, and 
after a searching investigation of the 
opinion of the country regarding the char- 
acter of that circulation, Tue Trisune 
believes that the republicans might as 
well leave Washington without passing 
any currency legislation as to adopt the 
plan of'the original Aldrich bill. 


CHURCH UNION. 

The constant tendency toward church 
union is reflected year by year in the May 
meetings of the several Protestant de- 
nominations. An illustration is afford- 
ed by the discussions regarding a pos- 
sible coming together of the Methodist 
Episcopal and Methodist Protestant 
churches. The latter became independent 
of the older organization eighty years 
ago as a resuk ofa disagreement on the 
point of admitting laymen to the church 
councils. Its statistics for the United 
States show some 2,300 churches, 1,500 
ministers, and 183,000 communicants. 
The former has nearly 28,000 churches, 
18,000 ministers, and 8,000,000 members. 
That the latter would gain by a reunion 
with the former, now grown to such a 
position of influence and power, seems cer- 
tain. 

The northern Baptists are moving to- 
ward Oklahoma Gity, where their annual 
May meetings cre to be held soon. When 
the statistics of this. denomination are 
examined they show two bodies calle 
“regular,” but one§ carries the qualify- 
ing word “northern” and the other 
“southern.” The former has 9,000 
churches, about 8,000 ministers, and a 
total membership of 1,200,000. The 
southern division of white Baptists is 
larger, having .22,000 churches, 13,000 
ministers, and a membership of nearly 
2,000,000. | ; 

The qualifying words, northern and 
southern, tell of disagreements before the 
civil war largely due to siavery prob- 
lems. 
the Methodists, the Presbyterians, and 
some other Protestant denominations. 
The emancipation proclamation was is- 
sued nearly half a century ago. But the 
two parts of a great denomination have 
worked along Independently, although not 
far removed from each other in essential 
points. For several years they have been 
Jooking across the old time barrier with 
a common consciousness that no good 
reason exists for division of interest and 
consequent reduction of strength. 

The holding of the meetings of the 
northern wing in a far southwestern 
state is significant. It may not result in 
an early reunion. But it is one of the 
straws which show how the wind is blow- 
ing in the present day. Similar move- 
ments are observed in other denomina- 
tions. Leaders of thought are consider- 
ing the possibilities of reuniting forces. 
The smaller divisions are seeing the ad- 
vantages of union with the larger. ‘The 
lines of demarkation are disappearing as 
more. liberal views show the lack of -suf- 
ficient reason for separate. existence {f not 
the absurdity of present conditions of or- 
ganization. No one doubts the eventual 
outcome. The idea of church union Is 
gaining strength steadily. 


RAILROAD FREIGHT RATES. 

Railroad experts are not of one mind 
as to the wisdom of advancing freight 
rates. Chairman Henry. Frink of the 
Norfolk and Western, a veteran railroad 
man, ridicules the proposal. He says that 
in other periods of depression, and he 
has been through many, it has been the 
practice to lower rates, not to raise them. 

Other railroad men argue that if the 
roads had larger revenues they would be 
able to hire more men, part of whose 
wages would go to the shopkeepers. and 
from them to the wholesalers and the 
manufacturers. Then the wheels of com- 
merce would begin to regolve. This seems 
to its proponents sufficient excuse for an 
advance in rates which might add $100,- 
000,000 to the revenues of the roads. 

That money which the railroad’ men 
would extract from shippers, producers, 
and consumers is not lying idle. - It is 
being used for the payment of wages and 
the purchase of the staples of life. 
railroads were to get that money they 
might give work to some men now unem- 
ployed, but other men would be thrown out 
of work. Commodities would be dearer, be- 
cause of the higher rates, and consumers 
would not buy so freely. This would be 
merely a case of robbing Peter to pay 
Paul. The theory that Paul would make 
a more profitable or beneficent use of the 
money than Peter would not justify the 
robbery. 

Moreover, higher rates would not stim- 
niate the movement of commodities. 
Therefore it would not be necessary for 
the roads to employ more men. The in- 
creased revenues would be available for 


sums to sur-

THE BOY CHAUFFEUR. 

The grand jury’ discorere! t> its sur- 
prise that the state law regulating aut:- 
mobiles does not require a would-be chauf- 
feur to prove his fitness before obtaining 
a license. The consequence is that 
licenses have been issued to inexperienced 
and rash minors. The “boy chauffeur” 
has ‘become a menace to the community. 
One of them was indicted for manslaugh- 
ter this week. . 

The law requires every person who 
wishes to operate a motor vehicle as 
chauffeur to file in the office of the secre- 
tary of state, on a blank to be supplicd 
by him, a statement which shall include 
his name and address and the -trademark 
and motor power of the vehicle or vehicles 
be is competent to. operate. There is 
nothing in the law to prevent the secretary 
of state from doing much to prevent the 
granting of licenses to incompetent per- 
sons. It does not appear that he is 
obliged to accept the unverified statement 
of some unknown: person that he is com- 
petent. The secretary of state can prop- 
erly require some reasonable evidence of 
proficiency—for instance, the certificate 
of some responsible individual or corpora- 
tion. It. does not appear that there is 
anything in the law which stands in the 
way of the secretary's requiring appli- 
eants to state thelr ages and refusing to 
license minors. : 

A state license should mean something 
The dentist, doctor, druggist, lawyer, vet- 
erinary surgeon, or architect who holds 
one has been examined and has proved 
himself entitled- to a license. If the sec- 
retary of estate shall refuse to exercise 
any degree of discrimination in the grant- 
ing of licenses to chauffeurs, the legis- 
lature will have to amend the law so that 
applicants for licenses will be compelled 
to give evidence of their competency, 

Assuming that the secretary of state 
wil do nothing to ascertain the qualifica- 
tions of licensees, the duty of employers 
to ascertain the fitness of the chauffeurs 
they hire will become all the more im- 
perative. If a license is absolutely no 
evidence of the competency of the holder 


(the prospéctive employer must seek in- 


formation jin other quarters. He must 
see to.it that he does not put his machine 
in unskilled hands with possible fatal re- 
sults. 


 TRUSTFUL COMMITTEEMEN. 

In the plan of the republican national 
committeemen who propose to march a 
parade with bands and banners through 
the convention in the Coliseum there is 
revealed a charming trustfulness in human 
nature. Whether the proposal be discreet 
or hot, it at least discloses the fact that 
the national committeemen have confid- 
ing natures. They assume that the parad- 
ers, a great majority of whom necessa- 
rily will be without tickets entitling them 
to seats, will walk right. in and turn 


around and walk right out again. 


This would be a beautiful example of 
good disciplipe, but will the paraders do 
it? It might be suggested to the confid- 
ing committeemen that ff that parade, 
once in possession of the aisles of the 
convention. hall, shall take it into its head

The police on both sides of the Atlantic, as 
well as pawnbrokers and jewelers, have re- 
ceived warning of the robbery of a large col- 
lection of exceedingly valuable jewels, many 
of them family heirlooms belgnging to the 
Hon. Mabel Vereker, from her house in Wil- 
ton street, Belgrave square, London. In 
fact the burglary is one of the most im- 
portant jewel robberies that has ‘taken place 
for some time past and has attracted no 
end of attention. 

The Hon. Mabel is an elderly spinster, 
daughter of the fourth Lord Gort, and aunt 
of the present viscount, whose castle of 
East Cowes is familiar to every American 
visitor to the isle.of Wight. Indeed, it pre- 
sents a most attractive picture viewed from 
the Solent, rising with battlemented walls 
from the midst of a richly wooded domain. 
In spite of its medieval appearance, which 
is enhanced by the ivy covering its walls, it 
was built.only about a hundred years ago by 
the wéll known architect Nash, the protégé 
of the prince regent, and the designer of 
the newer portions of Windsor castle and 
Buckifigham palace. Nash built it-as a resi- 
dence ffor himself. The Lord Gort of his 
day. mae so delighted with the place that 
he enfaged Nash to build an exact replica 
of it. for him on his property on the banks 
of Lough Cooter at an expense of nearly $500, - 
000, and by a strange turn In the wheels of 
fortune the castle on Lough Cooter has long 
since passed out of the possession of the 
Lords Gort, while Nash's own castle at East 
Cowes has become their-principal home. 

Lord Gort is the head of the houses of 
Prendergast and of Vereker.: The former was 
founded by Maurice, lord of Prendergast. in 
Pembrokeshire, who was one of the prin- 
cipal Norman knights associated with 
Strongbow, earl of Pembroke, in the Inva- 
sion of Ireland, and eventually became more 
Irish than the Irish, giving up his castle of 
Prendefgast in Wales to the Knghts of Bt. 
John of Jerusalem and contenting himseif 
with his estates in the Emerald isle. His 
son was one of the signatories of Magna 
Charta. 
gast, founded the Abbey. of Enniscorthy. 


The Prendergasts were déspoiled of their es-* 


tates by-Oliver Cromwell on the occasion of 
his invasion of Ireland and the main line 
became extinct through the death of Sir 
Thomas Prendergast, postmaster general of 
Ireland, in the eighteenth century. He was 
succeeded by his sister’s eldest son, John, 
who became the first Viscount Gort, and, 
dying childiess, was succeeded in his honors 
and in his estates by the son of his own 
sister, whe had married Thomas Vereker. 


~e 

This nephew of his, Charles Vereker, whs 
assumed the name and arms of Prender- 
gast in addition to his own, drove the 
French out of Ireland tn 1798. Gen. Humbert 
and his French troops had landed tn Mayo, 
had routed the British at Castlebar, and were 
on thelr way inland when the second Lord 
Gort, who was then merely Col. Charles 
Vereker, at the head of a small detachment of 
only 300 men, blocked his way, and gave 
battlé to him at Coloony. Gen. Hum- 
bert was led by the audacity of Col. Vereker’s 
attack to believe that the main body of the 
British army was at hand and acting on this 


which resulted in flight.and culminated. in 
disaster. In fact, thanks to this, all danger 
of the French conquest of Ireland was at 
an end. Vereker, who had been badly 
wounded just before the close of the en- 
gagement; received the thanks of the Irish 
parjament and authority from the crown to 
adopt the name of Coloony as his family 
motto In commemoration of his victory. 

The Verekers hailed from the Netherlands 
and the founder of the Irish branch of the 
line was one of those Flemish gentlemen of 
birth who took service under Charles I. 
against Cromwell and was sorely used by the 
latter, and who on the resteration recelved 
grants of land in Ireland from Charles IT. 
in recognition of their devotion to the cause 
of his father. 

The present Lord Gort may be said to come 
of sporting stock, especially through his 
mother, the widowed Lady Gort. For the 
latter is a daughter of Robert Smith Sur- 
tees, the famous sportsman and author of 
the immortal “Jorrocks” of “ Handley 
Cross” and of “Mr. Sponge’s Sporting 
Tour.”. Indirectly, too, he was responsible 
for another famous figure in lHterature, for 
it was “ Jorrocks” which first suggested 
the idea of Pickwick to Charles Dickens, and 
to his publishers, Chapman, Hall & Seymour, 
as has been acknowledged by them

The notorious reluctance of 
Gladstone in particular, of John Bright, and 
of other English statesmen to undertake any 
military action in Egypt, the pledges which 
they gave to withdraw at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, and their sincere anxiety to 
fulfilthese promises, have contributed. to 

his pular belief. & 
rit of the authors whom I have men- 
tioned above, notably Lord Cromer and Sir 
Donald Mackenzie Wallace, have still further 
strengthened this view, which in the eyes of 
foreign nations is perhaps the most pleasan, : t 
and British one to péfpetuate, But the fact 
remains that the Times, which has alWays 
been the organ par excellence of England's 
imperialism, realized from thé moment when 
the Suez canal became an accomplished fact 
that imperial interests demianded Engiand’s 
mastery of the land of the Nile. 

And the “ Thunderer” laid its plans ac- 
cordingly, prompted thereto by no selfish in- 
terest but solely by that intense patriotism 
which finds so eloquent an expression in 
the life and letters just published of its 
famous editor, John Thaddeus Delane, whom 
even the nationalists admire so greatly that 
they ascribe to hinf (without a shadow of 
reason) Hibernian des¢eht and the family 
name of ‘Delany.. Every pase. of, the life 
and letters of Delane.: breathes this . im- 
perialism, tempered by essentially English 
lévelheadedhess and sober common sense, 
and demonstrates how often the great paper 
which he directed for so many years sub- 
ordinated its own interests to those of the 
state. 

It is through this, indeed, that it has be- 
come, more than any other great English 
newspaper, the great national organ of the 
British empire, regarded as auch at home and 
abroad. 

Delane’s relations with Lord Beaconsfield 
were of the most intimate and closest char- 
acter. In fact, Delane was about the only 
man whose criticisms Beaconefield, especial- 
ly in his later years, would consent to ac- 
cept and to whose advice he would defer: 
Many stories have been told of the manner 
in which Lord Beaconsfield made his dmazifig 
coup of obtaining for England financial con- 
trol of the Suez canal through the purchase of 
the founders’ shares of Khedive Ismail. 

There are several people who claim credit 
for having advised Disraeli in the matter. 
But if the truth were known it would be found 
that Delane played an important rdéle in the 
affair and that it was the coungel that he 
gave in this connection that proved more 
weighty tfian that of anyone else. True, no 
mention is made thereof in Dasent’s memoirs 
of his uncle.
